Murders Trouble Peaceful Community

Three murders in as many weeks 
have deeply troubled the normally 
peaceful city of Romulus. In a town 
where homicide is virtually unheard of, 
the brutal slayings have drawn greater 
attention than citizens of more jaded 
communities might expect. 

"Things like that just don't happen 
around here," Summed up one lifelong 
resident. 

The first of the killings took place in 
the early hours of Saturday, July 3, 
when Kevin Toliver, a23-year-old Rom- 
ulus man, was murdered in the base- 
ment of an apartment building at 6883 
Niagara (Concorde Club Apartments). 


"His throat was sliced," stated De- 
tective Sergeant Jeff Lazarski of the 
Romulus Police Department. 

As of Tuesday afternoon, police 
were still actively investigating leads 
into what may have been adrug-related, 
execution-style killing. Anyone with in- 
formation about the case is urged to 
contact Detective Sergeant Lazarski at 
734-942-6857. 

In the case of a double homicide 
that took place sometime before 3:30 
a.m.on Sunday, July 18, three suspects 
have already been arrested and ar- 
raigned on multiple charges, including 
first-degree murder, according to the 
RPD's Detective Sergeant Mike Smith. 


John Ray of Detroit, Jairus Perkins 
of Macomb Township, and Juanita Elam 
of Carleton appeared before Judge Brian 
A. Oakley of the 34th District Court on 
Thursday, July 22. The three are alleg- 
edly responsible for the shooting deaths 
of Amanda Zarbaugh, a 20-year-old 
Romulus woman, and DeShone Moore, 
a 23-year-old man from Inkster. 

The incident — which occurred at 
29019 Northline — "appears to be rob- 
bery motivated, with drugs being in- 
volved," according to an RPD press 
release.

Romulus Board of Education Elects Officers 


The election of new officers was 
one of many actions taken at the annual 
Statutory Meeting of the Romulus Com- 
munity Schools Board of Education, held 
on Monday, July 12, at the district's 
administrative office.

The trustees are Niema White, Betty 
Lenossi (who was re-elected to another 
four-year term last month), and new- 
comer Thomas Kuderik (also elected 
last month). 

Other important actions taken by 
the Board included:

e the retention of the firm of Post, 
Smythe, Lutz & Ziel to act as audi- 
tors for the district; 

e the retention of the firm of Keller, 
Thoma, P.C., toserve as the district's 
legal counsel; and 

e the adoption of a schedule to hold 
regular Board meetings at 6:30 p.m. 
on the second and fourth Monday of 
each month, except on December 
13, 2004, and March 28, 2005. 

During the 6:30 p.m. Regular Meet- 
ing which immediately followed, the 

Board of Education renewed the district's 

memberships in the National School 


Boards Association, the Michigan As- 
sociation of School Boards, the Metro- 
politan Detroit Bureau of School Stud- 
ies, the Middle Cities Education Asso- 
ciation, and the Michigan High School 
Athletic Association.

Lambert Goes to Washington 


It's no secret that Mayor Alan R. 
Lambert has been working with Con- 
gressman John Dingell and the Sault 
Ste. Marie Chippewa to bring a casino 
development to Romulus. On June 24, 
he took that fight to Washington. 

Lambert testified before members 
of the Congress in Washington, D.C., 
when he appeared before the House 
Committee on Resources in support of 
HR2793 and HR831, the proposed Na- 
tive American land settlement agree- 
ments which would allow the tribe to 
build a casino in Romulus. 

In his testimony before the commit- 
tee, Mayor Lambert said thata Romulus 
casino would be an enormous economic 
generator for all of southeast Michigan. 

"The casino can be a beautiful des- 
tination-style development that will in- 
clude a hotel, convention center, and 
other amenities," Lambert said. "It will 
also draw additional commercial devel- 
opment such as retail stores, movie 
theaters, and offices." 

According to Lambert, the develop- 
ment would improve the economic cli- 
mate for the entire area. 

"My reasons for supportare simple," 
he stated. "A casino will bring 3,500 
new, high-paying, permanent jobs to 
our city of 23,000." 

Lambert, who had never before tes- 
tified before Congress, said that the 
experience was gratifying. 

"| was honored to represent the 
citizens of Romulus in an effort to help

The mayor vowed to continue to 
fight on behalf of the residents of the 
City of Romulus. 

In December of 2003, Romulus resi- 
dents passed a referendum supparting 
the casino project by a comfortable 
margin. Since then, Congressman 
Dingell has been working with the com- 
munity to bring the necessary settle- 
ment agreements before the House for 
a vote.

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Hopgood Presses for Water Legacy Act

With the Great Lakes holding an 
astonishing one-fifth of the world's fresh- 
water supply, Michigan has more fresh- 
water than any other place on earth. It's 
no secret that many states — especially 
thirsty southwestern states — are eyeing 
our water. 

Recently, | cosponsored legislation 
to create a Water Legacy Act that would 
protect our Great Lakes and guard 
against thirsty states diverting our wa- 
ter. That bill, House Bill 5634, was intro- 
duced six months ago and referred to 
the House Committee on Great Lakes 
and Tourism, but has yet to have been 
brought up for a hearing. 

| signed a pledge from the Michigan 
League of Conservation Voters stating 
my support for immediate action on the 


Water Legacy Act. | also joined with — 


many of my House colleagues in writing 
the Chairman of the committee, asking 
him to hold hearings on the bill. | will 
continue to work with my colleagues 
and Governor Jennifer Granholm on the 
Water Legacy Act and hope that the 
chair of the committee will see fit to hold 
a hearing on the legislation soon. 
Emerald Ash Borer Grants 

Governor Granholm, along with 
United States Senators Carl Levin and 
Debbie Stabenow, recently announced 
that Southeast Michigan communities 
were awarded federal grants totaling 
$1.2 million to help offset ash tree re- 
mova! costs due to the destructive Em- 
erald Ash Borer (EAB). The City of 
Romulus will receive $34,128.15; the 
City of Taylor, $36,107.58. 

The EAB has had a devastating 
impact on the southeast region of Michi- 
gan, and this grant will help our local 
communities deal with the costs associ- 
ated with removing the damaged and 
infested trees. — 





The pest continues to damage and 
destroy trees inthe region, butthe State 
has an active multi-agency EAB task 
force working collectively to detect, con- 
tain, and eradicate EAB and minimize 
its damage. 

Conservation Program Funds 

The House passed a constitutional 
amendment for voter approval (House 
Join Resolution Z) that would protect 
funding for various conservation and 
recreation programs through the cre- 
ation of the Michigan Conservation and 
Recreation Legacy Fund, the Michigan 
Game and Fish Protection Trust Fund, 
and the Michigan Non-game Fish and 
Wildlife Trust Fund. 

lf approved by the voters, money in 
those funds would not be able to be 
transferred out of the funds for other 
purposes. 

Committee Meets on Illegal Cigarette 
Sales 

The House Committee on Regula- 
tory Reform heard testimony on a bill to 
increase penalties for possession or 
sale of illegal and counterfeit cigarettes. 
It would also increase the penalties for 
people who use the Internet or mail to 
order cigarettes and do notpay thestate 
tax on them. The bill, House Bill 5668, 
was supported by small businesses, 
vendors, and grocers whose business 
would be severely hurt by people pur- 
chasing cigarettes tax free. The bill was 
reported out to the full House. 
Adoption Changes 

A series of bills strengthening the 
adoption process recently passed the 
House. The direct result of a disputed 
adoption case in Michigan, House Bills 
6008-6010 will affect appeal hearings 
and allow all interested parties at the 
time of a final adoption to participate in 
the proceedings. The bills passed unani- 
mously and now head to the Senate for 
its consideration.

Environmental Disposal Systems, Inc. (EDS), has applied for a hazardous waste management facility operating license for its 
aboveground storage and treatment facilities from the Michigan Department of Environmental Quality (MDEQ). The operating license 
is required under Part 111, Hazardous Waste Management, of Michigan’s Natural Resources and Environmental Protection Act, 1994 
PA 451, as amended (Act 451), for EDS to operate its newly-constructed facility located at 28470 Citrin Drive, Romulus, Michigan. Before 
the MDEQ makes a final determination on whether EDS satisfies the licensing requirements, the MDEQ is seeking public input on a draft 
operating license for the facility. 


The EDS facility is permitted under other programs to inject hazardous waste waters from off-site generators into deep injection 
wells. The aboveground portion of the facility where hazardous wastes are stored in tanks and containers and treated in tanks prior 
to disposal in the deep injection wells requires an operating license from the MDEQ. The site is approximately 15 acres in size and 
its location is shown on the map below:

The MDEQ issued EDS a construction permit for the aboveground storage and treatment facilities in February 2001. An operating 
license for the aboveground portion of the facility is now required. The actual deep well injection of hazardous waste is subject to 
regulation by the United States Environmental Protection Agency pursuant to the federal Underground Injection Control Program. 


In deciding whether to issue the operating license, the MDEQ considers: (1) the adequacy of the application; (2) requirements 
for the design, construction, and operation of the facility; (3) whether the applicant has obtained all other environmental permits, 
licenses, and approvals necessary for operation of the facility; (4) the applicant's environmental compliance history; (5) whether the 


applicant has constructed the facility in accordance with the approved plans and specifications and complied with the conditions in - 


the construction permit; and (6) special operating license conditions necessary to address concerns raised by the public (limits on 
truck traffic, maintaining an alternate access road, training for emergency responders, etc.). The MDEQ does not reconsider the 
Suitability of the facility location when deciding on the operating license unless new information or standards indicate that a threat 
to human health or the environment exists, which was not known at the time the construction permit was issued. Also, the MDEQ 
cannot consider comments regarding operation of the deep injection wells that have already been permitted under other regulatory 
programs as part of the licensing process. 


The MDEQ has evaluated the operating license application submitted by EDS and considered each of the six items identified above. The 
MDEQ’s preliminary determination regarding the issuance of an operating license is presented in a detailed fact sheet. At this time the 
MDEQ is asking for comments from the public before it makes a final decision. 


The draft operating license, fact sheet, and application may be reviewed at the Romulus Public Library located at 11121 Wayne 
Road, Romulus, Michigan; at the MDEQ’s Southeast Michigan District Office located at 38980 West Seven Mile Road, Livonia, 
Michigan (contact Ms. Bonnie Pawloske at 734-953-1408); and at the MDEQ’s Waste and Hazardous Materials Division office 
located at Constitution Hall, Atrium North, 525 West Allegan Street, Lansing, Michigan (contact Mr. Steve Sliver at 517-373-1976). 
Information is also available on the Internet at http://(www.michigan.gov/deq by navigating to “Waste,” “Hazardous and Liquid 
Industrial Waste,” and then “Hazardous and Liquid Industrial Waste Management.” 


The public comment period for the draft operating license begins July 22, 2004, and ends September 23, 2004. Written comments 
will be accepted during the public comment period and must be postmarked by September 23, 2004. In addition, a public hearing is 
scheduled for Thursday, September 9, 2004, at the Romulus High School Auditorium, 9650 South Wayne Road, Romulus, Michigan, 
beginning at 7:00 p.m. The purpose of the public hearing is to allow interested persons to submit comments regarding the draft 
operating license. Both oral and written comments will be accepted during the public hearing. Speakers will be asked to register at the 
public hearing and to limit their presentations to allow time for everyone who is interested in speaking. Persons with disabilities needing 
accommodations for effective participation in this public hearing should contact Mr. Sliver at the address below, or at 517-373-1976, at 
least a week in advance of the hearing to request mobility, visual, hearing, or other assistance. 


Before making a final decision on the draft operating license, the MDEQ will evaluate all comments received. The MDEQ will 
prepare a responsiveness summary addressing all significant comments and identify how the draft operating license will be 


impacted. Information regarding the final decision will be communicated to all persons who submit written comments and to all 
persons on the facility mailing list.
